Donation of a Cosy Parsonage to 


the Presbyterian Church by 


Mrs. Wilkinson—Action 


ot the Church 


Since the formation of the Presbyterian 


society in Deeatnr, in 1852, the church 
has been without a parsonage, but now, 
through the generosity of Mrs. Lamira 
Wilkinson, the church is provided with 
a permanent, comfortable home for its 
pastor. The property bestowed by Mre. 
Wilkinson is the brick cottage at No. C 
West North street, west of the residence 
of Mr. Silas Packard a comfortable nnd 
pleasantly situated dwelling of nine or ten 
rooms, which was the first home of Mrs. 
Wilkinson during the first years of her 
stay in the city. Associated with it are 
many pleasant memories dear to the lib- 
eral hearted donor, who is a devout mem- 
ber of the church which she has benerit- 
ted by her munificent gift. The property 
is at present occupied by Mr. David R. 
Alexander nnd family, who will probably 
remain thert until next spring, when Rev. 
W. H. Prestley, who has been pastor of 
the church for nearly seven years,will take 
possession. The gift is valued at 84500, 
and is not only a benefit to the church 
but to the city ns well. 


ACTION or THE e'liuiu'ii. 


Ou Wednesday last, the 22d iiist, the 


formal transfer was made to the church, 
and on that day the board of trustees of 
the church held a meeting to receive the 
generous gift.
